FARMING SPECIAL 


FIRST SPEECH 


Mixed Farming Demonstration Train Opening of Legislature Has Special 
at Vulcan' ■ Local Interest 


The commendable generosity of the 
C.P.R. company, who contribute the 
train and its operation absolutely free, 
and the co-operation of the depart¬ 
ments of agriculture of the Dominion 
and Alberta governments, has brought 
to farmers of Vulcan and elsewhere 
information and instruction in mixed 
farming, explained by illustration and 
demonstration, that will be of value 
to all who will learn. 

The temperature on the day of the 
visit of the train to Vulcan was away 
down low, but nevertheless there was 
a splendid attendance of farmers at 
the lectures and demonstrations. 

The mutton market was discussed. 
The claim was made that if the pro¬ 
per type and .weight sheep were raised 
in Alberta it would exclude the pre¬ 
sent tremendous quantity of Austra/ 
lian and New Zealand as well as 
American article coming in to this 
country. The speaker dfealt with the 
question most lucidly and those pre¬ 
sent appeared to be well impressed. 
In connection with the sheep industry 
an investigation of the British Colum¬ 
bia market had been made and it was 
found that the people of that province 
desired a lamb that would dress from 
35 to 40 pounds. Last year they con¬ 
sumed 120,000 head. Alberta has over 
500,000 head and between the two 
provinces of B.C. and Alberta they 
only supplied 20,000 head. The 100,000 
head were supplied by the United 
States and New Zealand, and a duty 
of 3 per cent, per pound was paid on 
each carcass, and the lambs cost them 
$500,000. This market naturally be¬ 
long to Alberta farmers and B.C. 
would gladly purchase here if the 
right type of lamb was produced and 
they were assured of a continuous 
market. 

Dairy cattle were given much con¬ 
sideration, and four types were used 
to illustrate the points as they were 
adduced. Two Holstein cows, and two 
imported Shorthorn cows, representa¬ 
tive of the breed, from one of the gov¬ 
ernment experimental farms were ex¬ 
hibited for the purpose and farmers 
were permitted to follow the points 
relative to the two breeds. The fact 
was emphasized that the farmer with 
a few dairy cows, and shipping a 
couple of cans of cream each week to 
the creamery, was not likely to be 
bothered by the banker. He had a 
steady revenue eoming in each week 
from the sale of cream.ighich meant a 
livelihood these days of stress. The 
splendid milking qualities of the Hol¬ 
stein and also the combined milk and 
beef strain of the Shorthorn were 
also emphasized. 

The importance of silos and silage 
were urged. Several jars containing 
ensilage of com, greenfeed and sun¬ 
flowers were on exhibit and replies 
were given as to the kind of silos to 
build, and the best forms of silage for 
feed during the winter months. It was 
stated that silage forms the best and 
cheapest feed for stock on Alberta 
farms, and every farmers was urged 
to put one on his farm. These silos 
need not be expensive, as a trench silo 
which consists of a hole in the ground 
and filled with greend feed, com or 
sunflowers gives splendid satisfaction. 
The walls should be cut down square.- 
One at the Old farm is 12 feet wide, 
24 feed long and 6 feet deep, wqs filled 
with cut green feed, tramped with 
a horse and is giving splendid satis¬ 
faction. J 

GOVERNMENT RAILWAY 

.“Hands off the government rail¬ 
ways” is the slogan of a few enthu¬ 
siasts, whp probably benefit from the 
operation of the road by government. 
Throughout the entire government 
operation pt our railways there is not 
the same efficiency as found in a 
privately operated railway. “Gadsby” 
a prominent journalist in the east, has 
an article in this issue that illustrates 
the point and the instance he cites can 
be duplicated in the west. Before our 
national railways begin to pay for 
operation the employees of that road 
must give better and a more econo¬ 
mical service.

1 pray that the 
fault be imputed to me and not the 
assembly, whose servant I am, and 
who, through me, the better to enable 
theta to discharge their duty to their 
“King and Counry, hereby claim all 
their undoubted rights and privileges, 
especially that they may have freedom 
of speech in debates and means to 
your person at all reasonable times, 
and that their proceedings may re¬ 
ceive from you the most favorable 
consideration.” 

OLD TIMER DIES 

James McCullough Passes at Good 
Old Age 

Another old-tinier was removed 
from the scene of h s western activi¬ 
ties when James McCullough, 80 
years of age, died on February 2, at 
Blackie. Mr. McCullough had been in 
the west for 22 yenrs, coming from 
Ontario in 1900 to homestead at 
Gladys. He was born in Ireland and 
came to Canada at a very early age.

It is a 
certain amount of honor, but if honest 
service is given why should it not be 
paid for?” 

Monetary Times: The purpose of a 
reserve fund is to offset losses which 
cannot be foreseen in the ordinary 
course ef business. In his announce¬ 
ment last week the president of the 
Merchants Bank points out, presum¬ 
ably as a reason for selling out to 
the Bank of Montreal, that “the 
bank’s rest was seriously impaired.” 
The exact amount is not stated, but 
on April 30 last the Merchants Bank 
had a paid-up capital of $10,500,000, 
reserve of $9,450,000, and profit and 
loss balance of $298,375, so that ob¬ 
viously nearly $10,000,000 could be 
lost without touching the’ paid-up 
capital. Surely such an immense 
sum was not lost in one blow, and if 
there were a number of losses in suc¬ 
cession the payment of a dividend of 
12 per cent, per annum, with bonus 
of 1 per cent was not justified. 

Acton Free Press: Young people 
who reach the time of entering upon 
the activities of life without having 
formed habits of orderly and methodi¬ 
cal succession of duties, will find 
themselves seriously handicapped in 
their cost earnest efforts at attaining 
success. Sticking to a routine is not 
the same thing as getting into a rut. 
Routine is one of the factors in 
achievement. The people who eat 
whenever they feel like it, instead of 
at stated hours, soon get their diges¬ 
tive organs out of order. Those who 
work when the impulse seizes them, 
or work without method or orderli¬ 
ness, seldom have much of a bank 
account. Methodical plan is a time 
saver. It conserves energy. Only 
when following a certain routine 
seems to us more important than the 
end to be gained, can we say that we 
are in a rut The methodical business 
man who plans his work and works 
his plan, is not only a successful man 
in life, but he finds time to devote to 
community interest and to be of gen¬ 
uine assistance to others, who may 
need counsel and guidance in the en¬ 
vironments inVwhich they find them¬ 
selves.

Christian Guardian: One of the dif¬ 
ficult problems of a new country, 
especially an agricultural country, is 
the need of expert medical aid in the 
outlying settlements. Manitoba has 
faced this difficulty for years and has 
striven to find a way out, but so far 
in vain. However in 1920, the Red 
.Cross decided to act and established 
four stations at Reynolds, Kinosota, 
Grahamdale, and Fisher Lake, each 
with a Red Cross nurse in charge, 
l'hese nurses were financed by the 
Red Cross Society, but were under the 
disciplinary charge of the Provincial 
Board of Health. These nurses have 
done excellent work, nursing, visiting 
the homes, and possibly most impor¬ 
tant of all, giving expert advice on 
hygiene and health. But the nurses’ 
experiences only revealed more clear¬ 
ly the need of expert medical aid. 
Clinics were held last summer, attend¬ 
ed by Winnipeg doctors, and the need 
was brought home to the public more 
forcibly than ever by the reports from 
these clinics. The Winnipeg Medical 
Society then took the matter up and 
finally decided to recommend, as an 
experiment for one year, the appoint¬ 
ment of a fully qualified medical man 
to take charge of the territory covered 
Dy these four IJed Cross stations. The 
government was sympathetic and 
$2,400 was voted for the purpose anc 
L>r. Gerald Grain has been placed in 
charge. He is. highly recommended 
for the arduous post, and we trust 
this new experiment will prove emin¬ 
ently satisfactory, and will result in 
competent medical aid being made 
available to the farthest outposts oi 
our great country. It is a country’s 
ousiness to help its pioneers, and the 
country which does not must suffer.

During the provincial and federal 
election campaigns the idea was pro¬ 
moted that pretty much everything 
was wrong, and that the governments 
were responsible. Now that we have 
new governments at Ottawa and Ed¬ 
monton it would appear, and natural¬ 
ly so, that the new governments 
would be expected to cure everything, 
and there is an indication of a general 
disposition of the people who have 
problems to “let the government do 
it.” And perhaps the government that 
new is is more or less responsible on 
account of the pre-election speeches of 
its supporters. But that is another 
matter. 

The evidence of all this is in the 
resolutions of almost everybody 
everywhere, and the visit of the many 
delegations to Premier Greenfield. 
One of these was from the municipal¬ 
ities and school boards, members of 
which were reminded that the pro¬ 
vince is not a gold mine. The plain 
statement made by the premier to this 
deputation has in it something that 
reminds us of an admonition given 
long years ago at Ottawa, and credit¬ 
ed, we think, to the late Sir Richard 
Cartwright, when they were toid to 
go home, work harder, and eat less.” 
The premier said to the deputation: 

“Within the past three or four 
weeks I have listened to so many re¬ 
quests that the province help. out 
financially that I am beginning to get 
used to it. Demands for money are 
held up by every delegation as the 
first thing of importance, but it all 
works down to this: it’s a case of in- 
cfbased taxation or living within our 
means and I want to tell you now 
that the time has come when the pro¬ 
vince, the cities, towns and individuals 
must live within their incomes, must 
economize, if we are to get out of the 
situation in which we lind ourselves 
after years of over-expansion.”

PROVINCIAL NOTES 

A fine example of the spirit of 
thoughtfulness and sympathy with 
fellow being in time of need, which is 
the characteristic of western people, 
is found in the actiop of the people of 
the districts of Lamont and Ponoka, 
who recently shipped two carlodds of 
clothing and supplies to families in 
the drought areas of Southern Alber¬ 
ta. The people of Lamont district 
shipped a carload of potatoes and 
flour, Christmas dinners for 50 fam¬ 
ilies and 2,000 pounds of beef, all to 
the Suffield district, which was distri¬ 
buted among nearly 200 families. 
They also donated a shipment of oats 
which were sold and the proceeds 
turned over to the Department of 
Agriculture for purchase of oatmeal 
for distribution. The Ponoka district 
shipped a carload of clothing, flour, 
beef and vegetables and other supplies 
to Retlaw for distribution among 
nearly 200 families of that district. 
The department of Agriculture pro¬ 
vided free transportation for 'these 
supplies and will do the same in con¬ 
nection with any other donations 
which may be made by other districts. 

Poultry meetings are being held by 
the Department of Agriculture this 
week at Rockyford, Munson, Craig- 
myle, Hanna and Richdale. Other 
meetings for farmers are being held at 
points on the Crows Nest Pass line, 
between Pincher Creek on the west, 
and Seven Persons on the east. Com¬ 
mencing February 13 meetings will be 
held on the Suffield-Retlaw line. 

No undue alarm need be felt by the 
people of the province regarding the 
reported development of an epidemic 
of influenza in eastern Canada, states 
Dr. Laidlaw, Deputy Minister pf 
Health for the province. So far only 
one case of influenza has been re¬ 
ported in Alberta and there is no in¬ 
dication that the disease will develop 
to the extent of the epidemic of a few 
years ago or that it will prove nearly 
as fatal. At the sametime, Dr. Laid- 
riaw issues a general warning to the 
people to stay away from crowds as 
much as possible, since the infection 
is direct from person to person by 
coughing or sneezing. He advises the 
people to keep in as good a physical 
condition as possible and if feeling ill 
to go to bed and call in a doctor. 

Extension of the provincial hospital 
system as a means of supplying me¬ 
dical aid to the residents of outlying 
and distressed areas, was urged upon 
the Minister of Health, Hon. Mr. Reid, 
by the executive of the Alberta Me¬ 
dical Association the past week. Mr. 
Reid told the executive that while 
finances would not permit the too 
rapid building of hospitals in the out¬ 
lying areas, yet the government was 
doing everything possible in this re¬ 
gard. The executive also discussed 
with the minister, the question of 
having The Workmen’s Compensation 
Act extended to provide medical ser¬ 
vices for sickness as well as in cases 
of accident. There is a growing sen¬ 
timent in the Alberta Medical Asso¬ 
ciation in favor of such extention of 
the act. 

Livestock shippers in the province, 
who believe that they have been over¬ 
charged by railway companies, in 
respect to shipments made to U.S. 
points, owing to the difference in ex¬ 
change, have a right to bring action 
in the proper courts, according to a de¬ 
cision made recently by the Dominion 
Railway Commission. This decision 
was rendered in the case of J. M. Dil¬ 
lon, of Cayley, wh6 made shipments 
of livestock to Chicago. Mr. Dillon 
made his shipment before the issuance 
of the board’s order regulating the 
matter of collection of the difference 
in exchange with respect to that part 
of the journey lying on the Canadian 
side. It was Mr. Dillon’s contention 
that the railway company charged him 
for freight, feed, etc., the full amount 
in American funds, whereas, allowance 
should-have been made for the Cana¬ 
dian end of the journey, for which 
charge should have been made on the 
basis of Canadian funds. The amount 
involved was $663.30. The railway 
commission held it had no jurisdiction 
but that it was open to Mr. Dillon, 
without interference from the rail¬ 
way commission, to enter action in the 
court#,'- ^

A new feature has been added to 
the mixed-farming special train now 
touring the province. The Public 
Health department of the government 
has sent Miss Emerson, child-welfare 
nurse of the department, to join the 
staff of lecturers on the train. Miss 
Emerson took up her duties on the 
train at Camrose and will continue 
with the train to the end of the toyr. 
She will give lectures on child-wel¬ 
fare work jpid will alrtiexamine any 
children presented to herVith respect 
to general physical condition./ She 
will be prepared to discuss any mat¬ 
ters of health which may be suggested 
by the audience on the train. 

Delegates representing the city 
municipalities of the province who 
presented requests to the government 
the past week for additional share of 
the taxes collected by the government, 
received considerable surprise when 
they were told by Premier Greenfield 
that according to figures which had 
been compiled, the rural districts were 
paying to the government on the basis 
of $3.30 per head of population, 
whereas the urban municipalities were 
paying but $3.23 per head. The 
premier told the delegation that there 
would be no legislation dealing with 
the system of taxes at this session of 
the legislature, but that he proposed 
to call a conference within the next 
year of representatives of the muni¬ 
cipalities and of the Dominion and 
provincial governments to settle the 
question of the different spheres of 
taxation to be adopted by each. Mr. 
Greenfield made it plain that The 
Supplementary Revenue Tax could 
not be abolished by the government 
at present. . 

The special train has been meeting 
with wonderful success in Southern 
Alberta, having large crowds at the 
points south of Calgary. On Feb. 1 
the train came to Alix and this week 
is touching points on the Hardisty 
line. On February 13 the train starts 
on its tour of the Grande Prairie and 
Peace River districts. 

✓ 

Amendments to The Municipal Dis¬ 
tricts Act, .which will make it possible 
for owners of property in towns, vil¬ 
lages and rural municipalities to vote 
at the annual elections without the re¬ 
quirement'of payment of taxes, will 
be introduced by the Hon. R. G. Reid, 
Minister of Municipalities, at the pre¬ 
sent session of the House, according 
to an announcement made by Mr. Reid 
this morning. Amendments are now 
being prepared to this effect. If 
these amendments are approved by 
the House, they will take effect in 
time for the elections in rural muni¬ 
cipalities on February 27. In the case 
of the towns and villages, the elections 
have already been held, but the 
amendments will appjf to these 
places for the elections next Decem¬ 
ber. Amendments are also being in-I 
troduced to make provision for the 
swearing on the voters’ lists of those 
owners and others who have been 
omittpd in the preparation of the 
lifettf^ The voters lists of the muni¬ 
cipal districts are made up in two 
sections. One includes the owners of 
property, and the other, those who 
may vote by virtue of their relation¬ 
ship to the owners of property. The 
owners of land are electors for all 
purposes, but those on the “supple¬ 
mentary voters’ list”, who are on by 
virtue of their relationship, may vote 
for councillors only, and may not 
nominate for council. Hitherto, those 
people on the supplementary list were 
compelled to apply lor place on the 
list during the months of November 
and December, and if such application 
was not made, there was no other 
means of getting on the voters' list. 
The proposed legislation will make it 
compulsory for the secretary-treasurer 
of the municipality to compile the 
supplementary list and arrange it in 
alphabetical order. In the case of the 
ommission of the names of owners of 
property from the list, provision is to 
be made whereby such Owner, aside 
from the present necessity of giving 
seven days’ notice in writing to the 
names on election day by taking oath 
secretary, may also swear on their 
that they were the owners of the pro¬ 
perty and so assessed on certain dates. 
Similar provisions are also being made 
for omission in the case of those en¬ 
titled to be on the supplementary list 
of voters. 

THE GENEROUS WEST

of flour made to the Armenian Relief 
Association, valued at $66,260, by the 
grain growers of Western Canada, the 
Toronto Globe remarks that “this 
generous gift from a section of the 
population hard hit by the fall in the 
price of grain shames us here in On¬ 
tario”.

Calgary, April 4-6-C-7 this year. The 
Alberta spring horse show will be 
held there at the same time. 

Calgary reaps considerable benefit 
from conventions and it is truly time 
hey started an agitation ‘to erect a 
(invention hall that will accommodate 
large city audiences as well as conven¬ 
tion assemblies. 

Armour & Co., in the fiscal year 
ended October 29, 1921, sustained a 
loss of >81,709,817 after payment of 
interest charges, President J. Ogden 
Armour announced in his annual re¬ 
port to the Company’s stockholders. 

Canada’s fur “crop” like most of 
the others, during the past year shows 
a very material decline in value from 
that of the preceding year, the value 
of the Canadian furs being placed at 
$10,122,571, compared with $21,387,- 
000 the previous year. Alberta stands 
up pretty well in the list, with a re¬ 
cord of 539,022 peltsi, worth $1,085,872. 

All Dominion lands .south ^of the 
main line of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway in Saskatchewan and Alberta 
have been reserved from homestead 
jr soldier grant entry, sale of grazing 
lease, pending the settlement of the 1 
land settlement policy of the govern¬ 
ment, according to an announcement 
made by the department of the In¬ 
terior. > .1 

Attorney General Brownlee, has-re¬ 
turned from Eastern Canada where 
i>e has been investigating the working 
of The Ontario Temperance Act. It 
is expected he will issue a statement 
shortly as to what the government in¬ 
tends doing in the way of liquor legis¬ 
lation at the coming session. It is 
anticipated that drastic action along 
certain lines may be taken.' 

Ft is gratifying to realize that in¬ 
fluenza is not epidemic in Canada as 
reported by the press last week. There 
are colds and sort throats and some 
pneumonia exists, but nothing out of 
the ordinary. With such an ideal 
climate as we have it in Alberta this 
winter it would be difficult for an epi¬ 
demic to occur, for'the people gener¬ 
ally are in good health. 

Lethbridge manufacturers are in¬ 
vestigating the feasibility of drawing 
hydro-electric power fro the unhar¬ 
nessed forces of the Crows’ Nest Pass 
and the waterfalls of the mountain 
streams. They hope to secure power 
from the Bull River Light and Power 
Co. of Bull River, who are supplying 
towns of tile Pass with electricity at 
a very low cost. 

Jobbers who bought New Zealand 
butter declare that it is not of very 
good quality, but nevertheless it has 
had a disturbing influence on the 
market in western provinces. New 
Zealand butter is unsalted and dry and 
it will have to be re-churned to bring 
it up to standard of quality which is 
being put out under established 
brands.
